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Report of County Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 


In compliance with the Laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners of Coos County present their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1954, together with 
reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Sheriff, County Sol- 
icitor, Superintendent of the County Farm, Hospital, House of 
Correction, Jail, and Auditors. 

The County ended the fiscal year 1954 with a net Budget 
Surplus of $14,721.37. 

The barn at the County Farm was repaired at a cost of 
$3,870.74. We are still continuing the program at the farm of 
trying to keep all buildings in good condition. 

The revenue from the Farm during 1954 amounted to $124,- 
852.45. 

Under Support of Poor Off Farm, the expenditures increas- 
ed over $12,000.00 in 1954 over 1953. Most of this was due 
to the high cost of medical bills. 

The Wood Yard was sold to Cronkite and Langlais for the 
sum of $6,000.00. This property has been rented to this concern 
for the past few years. 

We were very sorry to lose the Commissioner from the 2nd 
District, Nelson D. Rich, who died on June 12. Mr. Rich served 
the people in his district well and faithfully for almost three 
terms. Alton A. Potter of Groveton was appointed to serve out 
the remainder of Mr. Rich’s term. 

To all the employees of the County, officials of the Towns, 
and the City of Berlin, who have aided us in the administration 
of County Affairs, and to all individuals, clubs, and organiza- 
tions, who have so kindly contributed to the welfare and happi- 
ness of the inmates of our institutions, we are very grateful.

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Superintendent's Report 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners and the Tax 
Payers of Coos County: 


The major projects on the Farm this year were repairs on 
the Horse Barn and rebuilding of the driveway from the main 
road onto the floor of the hay barn. New sills, rock fill and a 
concrete floor were put in, new pens for young stock installed 
and a complete interior paint job was done in the horse barn. 
The cold, rainy summer with several floodings of the meadow 
land produced poor crops. We feel the stock has shown general 
improvement and each year the milch cows show greater pro- 
duction. We were sorry to lose Herdsman Allen Hughes to the 
Army. Mr. Clyde Goodwin is his very able successor. 

The hospital capacity has been increased to 47 beds. 791 pa- 
tients were admitted during 1954 with an average stay of 18 
days. There were 173 births with an average baby stay of 4 
days. 281 operations were performed, 457 X-rays taken, 1,252 
laboratory tests made and an additional 278 persons paid out- 
patient visits. Our hospital staff has practically the same per- 
sonnel: Head Nurse, Mrs. Pearl Lakin, R. N.; Operating Room 
Supervisor, Miss Gloria Washburn and Technician, Mr. John 
Hapgood. 

The Grange Hospital Auxiliary organized by the local 
Granges this past year has been most helpful. Members have 
given personal assistance several times here in the Institution, 
baby gowns have been cut and sewed, funds raised to purchase 
Christmas candy canes for hospital patients and inmates, and 
a splendid wheel chair purchased for admission of patients 
from entrance to hospital floor. As in former years Church and 
Sunday School groups, also Grade pupils have remembered 
both hospital patients and inmates on various holidays. Many 
individuals have donated books, magazines, flowers and scrap 
books. 

Last February Mrs. Clark Swail and Miss Sally Swail do- 
nated an E K G machine to the hospital in memory of the late 
Dr. Clark Swail. Mr. William J. Morrissey presented $100.00 
to be used toward the purchase of necessary hospital equip- 
ment. 

Father Gilbert and Rev. Bowers have continued their ad- 
ministration to the spiritual needs of our people. We greatly 
appreciate the wonderful loyalty and cooperation we have re- 
ceived from our fellow workers on the farm and in the plant 
and hospital. Our efforts to establish an active Hospital Staff 
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of Doctors has not been too successful, but individually the 
doctors have been most cooperative. 

We were all saddened by the death of our good friend Com- 
missioner Rich of Groveton, but his successor, Mr. A. A. 
Potter, with Commissioners Roy and Hicks have been most 
helpful at all times. We extend our thanks to the Commis- 
sioners and the Coos County Delegation, the doctors, co-work- 
ers, friends and neighbors who have helped make 1954 a pleas- 
ant and prosperous year. 

We hope many of you will visit your County Institution 
during the coming year. The plant and farm buildings are 
always open for inspection. Hospital visiting hours are from 
2 to 4 P.M. and: from 7 to 9 P.M. House of Correction and Jail 
inmates may have 2 visitors on Sundays, 2 to 4 P.M. only.
